R.A.F. Fires Bremen, Duisburg

“ROYAL AIR FORCE

GROUP HEADQUARTERS, 


Somewhere in France, July 31—(By Clipper)—(CDN)— 
Your first impression is that the Royal Air Force has taken 
a day off for a game of roulette. 


A dozen men and girls, ear- 
Phones clamped to their heads, 
stand around = giant table map of 
the British Isles. Each holds a 
long wand, with a magnetic knob 
at the end. With the same swift, 
easy movements of the people who 
rake it in at Monte Carlo they 
reach across the map, putting 
small colored arrows and other 
markers in place. Occasionally 
somebody takes something that 
looks like a desk calendar out of 
& drawer and shoves it acroos the 
thiny surface. 

It is no game that they are play- 
ing. though it is just as interesting 
and far more important than the 
biggest attack on the bank that 
Monte Carlo ever experienced. 


“OPERATIONS ROOM” 

This is the “operations room" of 
one of the RA.F.'’s group head- 
quarters. Those earphones are 
bringing in news fiom all ‘over the 
British Isles, from headquarters of

the fighter command, from mem- 
bers of the Volunteer Observer 
Corps, perched in lookouts from 
Land's End to John o'Groats, from 
anti-aircraft batteries, from the ad- 
miralty and finally from Britain's 
highly advertised “radio location.” 

The things that look like desk 
calendars are either enemy raiders 
or British fighters sent out to inter- 
cept them or planes of doubtful 
identity which have to be watched. 
From the control balcony with a 
pair of old opera glasses, we can teil 
how many planes there are in each 
group, whose they are, and how high 
they're’ flying. A supplementary 
blackboard on the wall. shows how 
fast each group is travelling. The 
little arrows show which direction 
they are taking. 

Other symbols show the where- 
abouts of every convoy and every 

single ship along the coast. 

In one brief glance you can tell 
just how the battle of Britain is 
going at this moment. It is the 
sort of thing that any city editor 
in the world would give his eye 
teeth to have in the office, 

It is a nasty day and little or 
nothing is happening except a lively 
“dummy” raid which they are put 
ting on to train the personnel. But 

down off the southeast coast, in an- 
other group. there is real action. 
Two symbols indicate that two 
groups of German planes are cruis- 
ing above the Channel. Two other 
symbols over near Dover show that 
two sections of Spitfires are waiting 
for them. 
CONVOYS PASSING 

Two ship-shaped pieces of card- 
board pointed in opposite directions 

show that two British convoys are 
passing one another off Dungeness. 
A little girl in her ‘teens, wearing 
the snappy outfit of a W.AAF., 
Jeans over and moves the German 
squadrons toward the convoys. 

The British squadrons move south. 
It looks as though somebody is 
going to get hurt. Then as the Brit- 
ish and German squadrons converge 
on the convoy the Germans retire. 
The Spitfires seem to have driven 
them off. 

The interesting thing about all. of 
this is that nobody could possibly 
have seen those German planes and 
the British Spitfires with the naked 
eye. Yet the authorities knew where 
the planes were, how high they were 
flying, and more or Jess how many 
there were. That is where “radio 
Jocation” comes in. All of those 
things were discovered by the stili 
highly secret beam. devices of the 
radio location system, they were 
discovered in good time, and past 
experience says that they were dis- 
covered with accuracy.

Up here on the control balcony of 
the group headquarters — planted 
deep in the bowels of the earth—sit 
the men with the best and toughest 
jobs of all, the men who direct ac- 
tual operations of the R.A.F. fighter 
squadrons, the anti-aircraft batter- 
ies, and the air-raid alarm systems 
of the whole group area. 

There may be squadrons of Spit- 
fires, Hurricanes and Boulton Paul 
Defiants in this group and it is up 
to young officers who sit up here, 
with their eyes on the room below, 
to use them to the best advantage. 
The sudden appearance of a “desk 
calendar” somewhere out in the 
North Sea brings instant action. 

On the far wall of the room a bat- 
tery of bulletin boards shows the 
situation at each fighter station in 
the group. Colored lights indicate 
how many two-plane sections are 
available, whether they are “stand- 
ing by” or on “15 minutes’ notice” or 
what they are doing, and how many 
planes are in the air. The map shows 
where British fighters are on patrol.

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The War And Old Age Pensions 


Discussion of the Old Age Pension 
law is discouraged by Ottawa on the 
ground that Canada is at war and 


should not concern herself with any- 


thing but the war effort. 


It is our respectful submission that 


the Old Age Pension law is very much 


relevant to the war effort and should 


be immediately amended for that rea- 


| son if not for those reasons of decency 
’ and civilization which have apparently 


failed to move our legislators. 
Everybody knows and admits that 
the Old Age Pensions are hideously out 
of line with common sense and reality. 
In the first place, the minimum age 
limit of 70 is absurd. : 
Rightly or wrongly, the tend- 
ency is to retire people from work at a 
much earlier age than hitherto. Few 
firms will hire a man or woman over 
forty. None will hire a person over 


A pension payable at 70 is a ridicu- 
lous affair because if a man can master 
the art of overcoming starvation be- 
tween 60 and 70, he probably can carry 
on to the end of his days. 

The maximum sum, too, is prepos- 
terous, It never goes over $20 a 
month. And if a pensioner, by hook or 
by crook, gets more than $365 a year 
to live on, that excess sum is deducted 
from his or her pension. 

It means, of course, that if some 
aged person, by diligence and industry, 
does odd jobs to pick up a few dollars 
or gets a gift from some well-disposed 
friend, he or she must either lie about 
the incident or be penalized for the in- 
dustry or the luck. 

The age limit is absurd; the sum is 
absurd; the restrictions are absurd. 

And does anyone think for one mo- 
ment that this totally inadequate law is 


not taken into consideration by long- 
headed young men who sit down to | 
weigh the sacrifices entailed in joining 


the Canadian army? 


If we ask young men to fight for us, | 


the least we can do is offer them some 
security for the remote future. 

The Old Age Pensions law has a di- 
rect bearing on recruiting and on the 
war effort. It should be amended as 
part of the war program. 


Looking Ahead 


Canadians have been assured again 
that a special committee of the federal 
cabinet is still working out plans for 
the demobilization and civil re-estab- 
lishment of men of our fighting forces 
when the war ends. 

This is very welcome news. While no 
statement has been made as to what 
these plans are or are likely to be, it 


may be assumed they will be based upon | 
the unfortunate experience which fol- | 


lowed the unplanned disbandment of 
our forces when the former great war 
came to an end. 

There is even more need for fore- 
thought and advance-planning now 
than there was twenty years ago. 
while the number of men in our forces 
is less than at the close of the last war, 
it may be even greater by the time the 
present one is over. Another compli- 
cating factor is that a vast proportion 
of the men now called into service are 
given special training in the handling of 
machinery, and the end of the war will 
find them adapted to work of this kind 
rather than to any other. What, for 
example, is to become of the many

thousands of airmen who will be quali- | 


fied to fly—and a large percentage of 
them not qualified to do any other sort 


of work—when demobilization time | 


comes? 

It is easy to say preparetion should 
be made ahead of time to absorb the 
soldiera and sailors and airmen back 
into civilian life with the minimum loss 
of time and the least possible disturb- 
ance of conditions. But to draw plans 
by which this can and will actually be 
accomplished is by no means a simple 
task. . It is however a job that has to 
be done. It is good news that early in 


the war this fact was recognized and a | 


committee of ministers set up to start 
the study of the problem and the fram- 
ing of policies to deal with it. 

This committee, it is to be supposed 
and hoped, will seek advice and inform- 
ation from men in all ranks and classes, 
inside the fighting forces and out.

Knowledge Of Knots Useful 


Who Can Lift the Weights?— 
Thoughts on Minding 
One’s Business 


By J. S. COWPER . 

I don't know if the unsettled news from 
Russia and Japan is to blame, but two 
domestic incidents got on my nerves in the 
past week. 

I was spanking the typewriter keys one 
morning when I heard sounds of violent 
quarrelling next door. A woman in shrill 
tones was giving better than she got in 
the verbal exchanges, as is customary. The 
brute who was on the receiving end seem- 
ingly lost his temper, for there came the 
sound of blows and a woman's scream. 

Mixing in private hy elie is danger- 
ous business, but I couldn’t stand hearing 
a woman beaten.

The harder the pull the tighter it 
binds—the principle of all good knots and 
hitches. ; 

If you never learn another knot, learn 
to tie a bowline, the King of all knots, 
and the one with the greatest number of 
uses, It's hard to explain a knot without a 
papas 2 The best I can do in letterpress 
is this: Take the loose end of the rope and 
make a small loop in it a couple of feet or 
so from the end. Through this loop pass 
the end of the rope, putting it round the 
standing par of the rope and back again 
through the loop. You've got a large loop 
then at the end of the rope that can't slip 
and that won't pull tight. This knot is 
useful where one hasn’t time to splice an

Vichy All-Out For Hitler 


Darlan and Petain Will Do Their 
Best to Hasten British 
Defeat 


By WALTER LIPPMANN 


At least it can be said that the French 
people did not of their own free will con- 
sent to the violation of their solemn 
pledges and to the black treachery of 
collaboration against their allies and 
friends. What has bacenes in France 
shows that a dictatorship is needed to 
destroy the resistance of the French nation 
before the resources of 
France—its ships, ports 
and fighting men, can be 
used for this gigantic be- 


trayal. 

There is now no 
longer any doubt that in 
Admiral Darlan, or 


through him and behind 
him, a* dictatorship has 
been set up for the pur- 
ose of pompelins 

ance to fight for Hitler. 

“sunmememees There may be a_ faint 
W. Lippmann doubt as to whether 
Admiral Darlan can effectively crush 
resistance in France; there may be a 
slightly stronger doubt whether he can 
dictate with entire effectiveness in North 
Africa. But there is no doubt that Darlan 
and the men of Vichy mean to try and 
that, behind the curtain of censorship, 
increasingly ruthless methods will be em- 
ployed to break the spirit of the French 


people. 
Nobody Fooled 

Assurances, explanations and senti- 
mental appeals, whether they come from 
Marsha] Petain, the French Ambassador 
in Washington or from spokesmen in 
Vichy, can deceive no one, If Vichy does 
not surrender the fleet and the African 
ports and join the Axis as an active 
belligerent, it will be only because the 
Darlan dictatorship has not yet purged, 


| imprisoned or otherwise liquidated the 


Frenchmen who are opposed to the great 
betrayal. It takes some time for a 
dictatorship. to overcome al] resistance: 
Mussolini needed several years and Hitler 
more than one year. : 

Darlan, too, may need a little time. But 
no one can any longer indulge in doubt 
that, backed by the whole power of Nazi 
Germany, the Darlan dictatorship will 
now move as rapidly as French resistance 
can be overcome toward active participa- 
tion in the war. 


New War Front 


Thus the die is cast, and Vichy, which 
has already opened the gates of Indo- 
China to Japan, will now use all its 
powers of compulsion, corruption and 
seduction to open the gates of North 
Africa to Hitler. Vichy, which swore to 
high heaven it would defend the French 
empire, has in fact used its Asiatic empire 
to let the triple Axis create a new war 
front in the Pacific and it wil] now use its 
African empire to let the Nazis create a 
new war front in the South Atlantic. 

We see, therefore, how unfounded has 
been the optimism which has looked upon 
the Russian campaign as putting .an end 
to Hitler's threats against Britain and the 
United Stdtes. It is true that Hitler's attack 
on Russia has opened up a new fighting 
front against Germany. But Hitler, who 
is no fool, has in reply undertaken to open 
up at least two and perhaps three fighting 
fronts against the democracies. Using 
Japan and Vichy France in the Far East 
he has Opened up a new front in the South 
Pacific which threatens gravely the 
Philippines, Singapore, Australia, the 
Netherlands Indies and the supply lines of 
China. Using Vichy France, and in some 
measure Genera] Franco, he is preparing 
to open up a new front which threatens 
the whole connection between South 
America, North America and the British 
Isles. Finally, there is a strong prospect 
that he will induce the Japanese to open 
up a third new front in Siberia, thus 
gravely threatening Alaska and the sea 
routes of the Northern Pacific, If he can 
break through the Russian resistance and 
establish physical contact with Japan 
through Siberia, all the four corners of our 
world position will then be under fire, 


The Free World 


The free world today extends north 
and south from: Alaska to the Argentine, 
and from the British Isles in the northeast 
through North America to Australia, the 
Indies, and China in the southwest. Were 
the Nazi-Japanese combination to occupy 
Siberia in the northwest, Singapore in the 
southwest, the British Isles in the north- 
east and West Africa and the Atlantic 
Islands in the southeast, we should stand 
entirely encircled and completely isolated. 


* 


We should be subject to blockade, raids, 
and surprise attack in bot 
from all directions. The conquest of 
Russia_and the occupation of Siberia, the 
final French capitulation in Africa, are 
now in sight: the Russians may be able to 
resist, General Weygand or some one else 
may be able to rebel, but it would be in 
the last degree imprudent to count on such 
windfalls. 

Thus the stage is being set for the great 
struggle which will waged in both 
oceans for the purpose of destroying the 
influence and breaking the power of 
Great Britain and America. 


On Many Fronts 


With the Axis powers striking at 
Britain in the North Atlantic, through the 
French and Spanish possessions at the 
South Atlantic, through Siberia at the 
North Pacific, through Indo-China at the 
South Pacific, it is no longer fair or truth- 
ful on the part of Republican politicians 
to talk as if their own government were 
trying to provoke a war which would 
otherwise leave us alone. It is quite true 
that neither the Axis nor Japan wishes to 
fight us now, and if we will agree to let 
them conquer Europe and Asia and get 
into a position where we can never fight 
them and must capitulate, they would 
much prefer it. 

If the Republican politicians are cone 
tent to have Hitler and the Japanese 
opposite Alaska, to lose the Philippines 
and have the Japanese at Singapore and in 
control of Australasia, to have the Nazis 
at Dakar and the Azores and in contro] of 
the sea communications to South America, 
and to have Britain conquered and ruled 
by the anti-British Darlan, then their 
partisan policy is intelligible. But if they 
really mean to defend the vital interests of 
America, and to retain the means with 
which to defend these vital interests, then 
these politicians are following a course 
which, if it is taken, means disaster for 
this country, and if it is rejected, means 
ignominious discredit for them.

Grain yield from those western fields, 

Some of the obvious contrasts, would 
centre around the fact that the 1911 out- 
turn was the first time the expanding 
West had hit the second “century” in mile 
lions of bushels of wheat; whereas the 
1941 estimate wins no tinge of the old 
enthusiasm—unless, perhaps, on Patlia- 
ment Hill, as a result of having 490,000,- 
000 bushels of so-called “surplus wheat” 
already in the bin, 

From the farm viewpoint, of course, 
there would also be the contrast in the 
price-Jeve], namely, 80 cents for the 
average bushe] at the farm in 1911, as 
against 51 cents today. This, jn modern 
parlance, is “not so hot", from the angle 
of the 1941 grower? Three hundred 
bushels bought my 1912 binder, while 
twice as many bushels are needed in 1941.

Archbishop Adam traced the 
history of hardships under which 
millions of people of Russian, 
Ukrainian and Ruthenian origin 
labored under Polish, Magyar 
and Rumanian regimes § and 
atressed the need of unity of the 
Slavonic people. “This,” he stated. 
“can become a reality through 
Clause 3 of the Churchill-Roose- 
velt agreement.”

Due to the fact that babies often 
live on almost an exclusive milk 
diet, they use such a large quantity 
of liquid foods that the bladder is 
really overworked all of the time 
and until the baby learns the habit 
of urinating at regular intervals 
he doés not try to control the flow 
of urine. After all babies have 
very little to think about and until 
they have been, taught proper con 


| trol they wet themselves just as 


easily as they would laugh or cry 

One of the most difficult prob- 
lems is to control the bed-wetting 
at night on account of the sleep. 
Very often the child wets the bed 
either because the bladder is too 
full of liquid or because ‘he has so 
far not learned to control the blad- 
der in the unconscious condition of 
sleep. I find that in these condi- 
tions it is a very good plan not to 
give the child any liquid refresh- 
ment for a few hours before put- 
ting him to bed.
